A Recommendation. 

The following communication which is 
self-explanatory, was referred to his Honor 
the Mayor: 


The Committee on Streets desire to call 
the attention of the City Council to the im- 
portance of securing for ti e future use of the 
Street Department, a quantity of stone 
which when crushed, will be suitable for the 
purpose of surfacing our streets. The supply 
of tield stone is nearly exhausted and totally 
inadequate for future wants of the city. 
The stone used for the bottoming or founda- 
tion course may be inferior quality in hard- 
ness and strength, to that placed at the sur- 
face as it is not exposed to the wear and tear 
occasioned by travel. The qualities neces- 
sary for a really good road metal, are hard- 
ness and toughness, not easily decomposed or 
affected by the weather, and at the same 
time the stone when broken ought to have 
some power of cohesion without the necessity 
of much binding material. It is well known 
that the best road metal is always the cheap- 
est where there is much tyattic, and in all 
cases the stone used should be of one kind 
It is not advisable to mix a soft stone with 
one that is harder for either construction or 
maintenance of a roadway, the effect of 
what is known asa “ bumpy” road, arising 
from the fact of the seft stone wearing faster 
than the hard. “In order that the supply 
and delivery of road metal may be equal to 
the wants of the city we suggest thata suit- 
able quantity of stone can be obtained on 
South street near the new road leading to 
Quincy avenue, or on South street nearly op- 
posite North street, and that the city should 
pu chase or take quarry lands at one of these 
points. Also, that an additional stone 
crusher and engine be purchased and per- 
manently located at this point. The machine

A reasonable estimate of 
the difference in cost due to this greater 
depth is $50,000, and the extra labor of the 
very deep cutting and the increase in dimen- 
sions of the several sections of the sewer, 
all affect the hazardous character of the 
work of construction. No doubt a main 
sewer could be constructed at such low levels, 
but the increased cost would in my opinion 
rule it out of consideration.

The last loan negotiated by the City was 
put on the market and the premium re- 
ceived made it a % 1-2 per cent. invest- 
ment. 

The City is to be congratulated on its 
excellent credit. 

It will also be noted that of the loans 
negotiated this year $123,800 were for per- 
manent improvements. 

The Administration of 1889 
was brought face to face to the fact that 
the City of Quincy could not raise by taxa- 
tion anywhere near the sum of money that 
the town of Quincy did in its last munici- 
pal year. 

Under the provisions of the charter, the 
Webt limit was placed at 1 per eent. of the 
valuation. The burning of the Willard 
Schoolhouse in February, 1889, causing the 
necessity of rebuilding the same, together 
with the purchase of land for the erection 
of a new schoolhouse, together with the 
rebuilding of Neponset bridge, practically 
exhausted the debt limit. I therefore 
deemed it wise to request the Legislature 
to amend this provision of our charter by 
allowing the statutory limit to be in force 
in this, as in all other cities in this Com- 
monwealth. This request was granted by 
the Legislature, there being no opposition 
whatever, 

Inu accordance with the recommendation 
in last year’s message, the Council author- 
ized the rebuilding of 


Neponset Bridge, 
replacing the old pile structure with an 
entirely new bridge, forty feet wide, at an 
expense of $20,500. 

The contractor, Mr. Benjamin Young, 
faithfully performed the work intrusted to 
him, and to use his own words, ‘‘There is 
not in existence a better pile bridge in this 
Commonwealth.’’ The work was carefully 
inspected and only such piles and lumber 
as conformed to the requirements of the 
contract were used. It is a fact worthy of 
comment that the contractor filed no bill 
for extra charges, but received in settle 
ment the amount agreed upon in the 
contract. 

An examination of the condition of the 
bridge, revealed by the tearing down of the 
same, confirms the opinion that the work 
of rebuilding took place none too soon. I 
have every reason to believe that this 
bridge is in every way superior to the one 
taken away, and its use for as long a time 
can confidently be relied upon. 

The City paid for the bridge by a loan of 
$20,000, which falls due in sums of $2000 
in each year, until the whole sum is paid.

Considerable repairs have 
been done on Granite, School and Quarry 
streets, and they are in good condition. 
Washington street, upon which a large sum 
of money was expended a few years ago, 
is in urgent need of extensive repairs. 
Large amounts of coal and granite are 
carted over this road, and only the best 
construction can withstand the wear and 
tear put upon it. 

The requirements of the County Com- 
missioners have been met in the widening 
and rebuilding of Elm and Canal streets. 

The Council voted that the repairs upon 
Common street should be begun last year, 
although we were not compelled by the 
decree of the County Commisssiners to 
begin until this year.

Fort Payne, Ala, 
| Dear Parnior: 

Many of the New England excursion- 
ists who arrived on the 23d ult., were 
strangers in this ‘* Electric City,” it being 
their first visit. The writer, 
having been here in October, was better 
| prepared to judge of the wonderful growth 
}that had taken place during the last three 
}months,—then but a few buildings, now 
| quite a collection. The lower or southerly 
end had grown the fastest, as there most 
|of its industries were located: The coke 
j ovens, the furnaces, the rolling mills, the 
ice plant, asphalt plant, ete., etc. Al- 
though in the immediate vicinity of the 
fire brick works, one of the most costly 
and promising enterprises that has got 
started here, new houses are going up al- 
most daily. 

The dwellings in this vicinity are mostly 
tenement houses, one and a half stories 
high, adapted for two families, which rent 
from eight to twelve dollars per month, 
each side. The cost of the houses and 
}land vary from six to nine hundred dol- 
lars. Nearly all the dwellings have no 
| cellars, but are set on posts from one to 
six feet high, according to location or un- 
levenness of the land. As the thermome- 
ter seldom goes below freezing point, a 
cellar to keep the house warm, or the veg- 
etables during the winter from freezing, is 
not needed. As the city is supplied with 
excellent water by a company there is no 
necessity of digging wells, as the old settlers 
did in former years. 

Most of the tenements are neither plas- 
tered or painted on the inside, but are 
sheathed up the same as the beach houses 
at Houghs Neck. But they are so much 
better than those octupied by laborers in 
this State in former days, that they seem 
almost like palaces, and are sought after 
as fast as they are built, and pay the own- 
ers from 20 to 30 per cent. on investment. 

The city is very prettily situated in a 
valley, between Lookout Mountain on the 
East and Sand Mountain on the West. 
The avenues run parellel with each other 
from North to South, and are crossed by 
Streets at right angles. The lots vary 
some in depth from 65 to 150 feet in depth, 
by 50 feet in width; and sell from $100 to 
$1000 per lot. On those 150 feet deep, 
two houses are often built, one at each 
j end. 
| In former years, the laboring classes 
| with families of four, six, eight or ten, 
| lived in a low one-story house; ate, cooked 
}and slept all in one room, and if they had 
two rooms they were very comfortably 
| quartered. 

It is a surprise to citizens of New Eng- 
land to see how simple the natives live 
and how few are their wants; or how few 
of the many wants of a real live Yankee 
they supplied. Each farmer or planter has 
one or two yokes of small oxen which they 
harness to a rough open wagon, in which 
they place chairs from the house, -and 
drive the animals, which are pretty lean 
and lank, with a rope fastened to the 
horns, and a long whip, to the village, ac- 
companied often by his wife and children. 
If they go to make purchases, or to at- 
tend church it is all the same. Sometimes 
they will carry a load of wood and sell it 
and make a few purchases of the neces- 
saries of life. 

If they live ten or more miles away they 
are often a whole day getting to the city 
and another in returning. They will sell the 
wood for about one dollar, which has taken 
a day to cut and load, and another to bring 
to town; so one can easily see that their 
gross receipts must necessarily be very 
small. But, as we have previously said, 
their wants appear to be few; they man- 
age to exist and that appears to be about 
all, as they look as lank and lean as Job's 
turkey. They grow enough corn for hom- 
iny which they have the pene round, and 
their cows and pigs run at large, gathering 
most of their living; and with plenty of 
chickens and eggs they are able to raise 
large families.

The Electric Cars. 


Adverse reports have been made on | 
allowing barbers’ shops to be open on Sun- 
day, and on permitting towns with 6000 
inhabitants to petition for city charters, 

The annual report of the State Board of 
Health was made in the Senate on Fri- 
day. During the year they have made) 
140 prosecutions. In 126 of these cases 
they have secured conviction; in thirteen 


on the petition toso amend Quincy's city | 
charter that the Councilmen may be paid 
for their services. The Committee are of | 
opinion that by a two-thirds vote an 
appropriation can be made to pay legitimate 
expenses. 

The Lockup is undergoing a thorough 
renovating, the mattresses, blankets and 
bedding have been removed and burned, 


the accused has been discharged and three 
cases are still pending. Sixty-six of the 
prosecutions were for violation of the milk 
law. In fifty-six cases conviction was | 
secured; eight resulted in discharge and | 
two are still pending. Fifty-three com- 
plaints were made of violation of the law 
to regulate the sale of oleomargarine. | 
Forty-seven resulted in conviction, five in | 
discharge and one case is still pending. 
For complaints against the law to prevent | 
adulteration of other articles of food, 
there were twenty-one arrests and every | 
one was followed by conviction. The 
expenses of the board were $10,356 and 
they caused $3889 to be paid as fines into 
the county treasuries, 

In the Senate on Friday, an adverse re- 
port was made unanimously by the woman 
suffrage committee on allowing women to 
vote on the issue of liquor licenses. It is 
said that the women will try to secure their 
object under a municipal suffrage Dill. 
The matter always makes a sharp contest 
in the legislature. 

A constitutional amendment which 
passed the legislature of 1889 by the neces- 
Sary two-thirds majority has been defeated 
by this House almost unanimously. It 
permitted the disfranchisement of voters 
for infamous crimes, and for crimes against 
the elective franchise. But it was found 
that “infamous crimes’ was a very broad 
and undefined term, so it was stricken out. 
That left only crimes against the elective 
franchise. They are very rare, as shown 
by the court records, If the resolve passed 
it would give the State an undeserved 
stigma for ballot-box stuffing, and so the 
whole resolve was rejected. 

There is a plan pending for a constitu- 


The service given by the electric street 
cars is very generally commented upon. 
It certainly is not satisfactory to the travel- 
ling public. Some trips are missed, others 
are not run on time and still others con- 
sume too much time. Supt. Duggan says 
the Electric Company does not furnish 
enough power, and on the other hand Supt. 
Voorhees says enough power is supplied to 
run twice as many cars, and that the fault 
is either in the construction of the road or 
in the cars. There is at the electric station 
an ‘‘automatic circuit breaker,’ which 
shuts -off the power at a certain point 
giving a warning as does the safety valve 
ona boiler. Toagaint.n on the power 
some one must complete the circuit. Now 
| it happens frequently, on some days more 
than others, that the power used causes 
the automatic attachment to break the 
circuit often, to the disgust of Supt. Voor- 
hees and his engineers, and it is not sur- 
prising if they do not instantly ‘* mend the 
break” and thus endanger their valuable 
machinery. On Monday after repeated 
annoyance, Supt. Voorhees shut off the 
power at 11.23 a. m., as he said, for the re- 
mainder of the day, but after locating the 
cars and becoming convinced which one 
it was that did the mischief he again gave 
them power. The three.cars which leave 
the depot at the hour mentioned, were de- 
layed fifteen minutes by the transaction.

I was glad to note, in your issue of Feb. 
22d, the criticism made by your Quincy 
Point correspondent of the management 
of the electric car line which runs to the 
Point. Ido not believe in unreasonable 
or intemperate denunciation of the party 
or parties responsible for the farce which 
is almost daily enacted under the guise of 
‘Rapid Transit.’ The residents of Quin- 
cy Point are disposed to be patient, but 
the limit of forbearance has certainly been 
reached. 

Last week five citizens of Ward 2, paid 
in the aggregate $10.50 for carriage hire 
to and from trains, because the electric 
car was not available. This is all wrong, 
but there are other features even worse. 
One young man lost his position in Boston 
because the electric car did not make con- 
nections two mornings in succession. A 
lady who teaches school in that city was 
greatly inconvenienced. Another lady, 
tired of waiting for a long overdue car, 
walked to Quincy in the slush and con- 
tracted a severe cold. A well known 
Quincy Point business man was unable to 
keep a Boston engagement owing to the 
collapse of the electric car and sustained 
thereby a serious loss of patronage from a 
Southern house. 

I know that electricity is not yet an 
exact science, but I cannot afford to live 
in Quincy Point and wait until it is devel- 


oped. Give us horse-cars, cable-cars, 
mules—anything but the powerless 
“motor” that everybody here is grumbling 
at.

Mass. Benefit Association. 


At the State House on Wednesday the 
hearing was continued on the order as to 
what assessments shall be levied by mutual 
benefit associations on the assessment plan 
and as to the use to be made of assess- 
ments; also on the petitions of Godfrey 
Morse, for legislation to prevent the dis- 
tribution of assets of such associations 
among incorporators, 

Mr. Morse said that the Massachusetts 
Benefit Association had steadily increased 
in the assessments of the association from 
$6.70 in to $13.50 in 1888. The 
emergency fund of the association is $432, 
000, and that fund is held for the benefit of 
the incorporators, whereas it should be

held for the benefit of policy holders. He 
recommended a change in the law by 


which this emergency fund should be used 
to carry a policy holder over one assess- 
ment if he lapses in payment. These 
associations are close corporations. But 
they put up no capital. The franchise is 
so valuable that some men have become 
rich out of it. The Massachusetts Benefit 
Association consists of only seven mem- 
bers. The assessment for ex- 
penses only averages $5 a year for each of 
the 21,666 members, and this large sum is 
divided among these seven men for the 
The policy 
holders have no voice in the use of this 
money. 

Mr. Morse charged that these seven men 
divided over $100,000 among themselves, 
and they make edicts for their policy 
holders as vigorously as the Czar of Rus- 
sia. Nobody has a voice in the manage- 
ment of the association except the stock- 
holders. Unless it is the purpose of the} 
State to charter these associations for the 
sake of making men wealthy, then the 
management ought to be for the benefit of 
the policy holders.

“How to improve Lynn, and how in the 
quickest possible time can the population 
be increased to 100,000." Most of these 
articles favor a larger diversity of indus- 
tries, and offer many suggestions, which 
other communities can heed with profit. 
Our writer says:—**We should use our rich 
men. Ido not think we yet understand 
the public value of wealthy citizens. They 
are, asa class, willing to be useful; they 
have, most of them, by gaining the posi- 
tions they now hold, proved themselves 
far-seeing and judicious in business man- 
agement. They have also more leisure and 
no less pride in public office perhaps than 
more lowly mortals. The legitimate use 
of their wealth, position and business in- 
fluence, would if combined in a suitable 
organization, do all that human powe 
may reasonably expect to effect for our 
city’s progress.” 


Excerpt in the statement, that an at- 
tempt to govern cities on the same plan 
as a New England town is a drawback, we 
ean endorse the address of C. W. Ernst of 
Mayor Hart's office on ‘City Govern- 
ment.’ He says “‘ This attempt has led 
to government by city council committees, 
the least responsible and the most incom- 
petent government the wit of man could 
invent.’’ If, however, the city council does 
simply the work of the town meeting, 
jand does not have the control or expendi- 
tureof appropriations, asin Quincy, cor- 
ruption would not follow any quicker in a 
city than atown. Let the Mayor and the 
heads of departments simply take the 
place of the Selectmen and other town 
oflicers annually chosen, and be indepen- 
dent of thecouncil. Mr. Ernst practically 
admits this for he is reported as saying : 

** The true model to follow is the govern- 
ment of the United States. Draw a sharp 
line between your city council and your 
executive. Let the city council consist of 
two chambers, both :mfumerous—say 
aldermen for Boston and 150 members of 
the common council—and pay the mem- 
bers a Jiberal salary; but confine them to 
legislative work. The power 
should vest in the mayor, to be exercised 
through six or seven heads of departments, 
who ought to come and go with the mayor. 
Elect your mayor and aldermen for four 
years, the common council for two years. 
The many departments in Boston should 
be consolidated to six or seven, business 
to distributed among them = on 
well defined lines. Each department 
would consist of several bureaus, the 
heads of which ought to be appointed 
during good behavior, while the office 
force and the. servants of the bureaus 
should come without exception from the 
civil service commissioners. Between the 
bureaus a sharp line should be drawn, to 
prevent overlapping and waste. Let the 
mayor deal only with his seven department 
heads ; let those deal with their bureau 
chiefs, who will have their division fore- 
men to act with, the whole executive and 
administrative machine being a clean cut 
and well defined pyramid. Boston will 
shortly have 10,000, names on its pay roll, 
and no man, no commission, will be able to 
manage the whole, Therefore we must 
distribute work. Our present system is 
what some persons call a growth; in 
truth, it is patchwork. The great point to 
achieve is to give us a system of govern- 
ment the people can understand, to define 
the departments and their several bureaus 
on common sense lines, to give the city 
council a good chance at legislative work, 
and to declare its executive work void in 
fact as it now is in law. Government by 
legislative committees is bad; government 
by executive commissions is not any better. 
As we are an intensely conservative com- 
munity, where no action is taken until 
something dreadful shocks the whole town 
and arouses it from its grumbling do-noth- 
ing policy in city affairs, it may take 10 or 
20 years till we study and administer our 
city affairs systematically ; but the future 
in city government belongs to those who 
reason systematically and act from the

Restrictions on Manet KR. R. 


The order granting a location to the 
Manet Street Railway came up for a second 
reading. The Committee on Streets, to 
whom it had been referred, reported a 
substitute order, which imposed the follow- 
ing additional restrictions: 


Commencing with the junction of Saville 
street and Hancock street and ending ata 
point one hundred feet beyond the main en- 
trance to Mount Wollaston Cemetery, the 
road bed and eighteen inches outside of each 
rail shall be paved. 

All turnouts and crossings on the public 
street shall be paved between the rails and 
eighteen inches on the outside of each rail. 

Commencing with the junction of Saville 
| street and Hancock street and ending at a 
point 100 feet beyond the main entrance to 
Mount Wollaston Cemetery, the Johnson 
steel street rail shall be used. 

The entire road bed and eighteen inches 
on the outside of each rail shal! at all times 
be kept in a condition satisfactory to the 
Commissioner of Public Works. 

The city reserves the right at any time to 
compel railway company to pave or 
Macadamize the entire road bed and eighteen 
inches on the outside of each rail, when in 
the opinion of the city government it shall 
be considered necessary 

That the compan hall build a suitable 
structure for the railway outside the present 
bridge over Rock Island creek.

Permanent Street Improvements. 

The Committee on Streets made a lengthy 
report relative to permanent improvement 
of the highways, which is given in full be- 
low and will be found interesting reading. 
Councilman Shea championed the recom- 
mendation, and without further debate, the 
report was recommitted as requested, that 
orders might framed covering the 
recommendations. The report : 

Quincy, Mar. 21, 1890. 
To the Honorable City Council 
of the City of Quincy. 

Your Committee on Streets, to whom 
was referred the order adopted on January 
20, instructing it to examine and report 
upon the condition of the main thorough- 
fares of the city and to present a plan 
for the permanent construction of such 
ways as the public convenience and neces- 
sity require, submit the following report. 

The committee approached the consider- 
ation of the subject submitted to it with 
widely diverse and inharmonious

views. 
It desires, therefore, to emphasize the fact 
that after an exhaustive examination of 
the questions p. .ented, covering personal 
inspections of the localities, the study of 
carefully prepared plans and estimates 
furnished by the Commissioner of Public 
Works, and a lengthy discussion and com- 
parison of opinions, it has become of one 
mind, and the views and recommendations 
herein submitted are, in each and every 
instance, the unanimous sentiment of the 
committee. It seems to your committee 
that the fact that, after such an investiga- 
tion, it has arrived not only ata substan- 
tial but to an absolute agreement, is, in 
view of the many conflicting interests in- 
volved, a striking evidence of the force of 
the considerations which have led it to its 
conclusions. 

Your committee was agreed at the out- 
set that whatever construction was under- 
taken should be thorough and permanent, 
and according to those methods and prin- 
ciples which experience has demonstrated 
to be correct. 

There is no scientifically or properly, 
constructed road in the city of Quincy. 
That is to say, there is no road in the city 
which is built as it would have been built 
by a competent engineer experienced in the 
art of road-building and with sufficient 
funds at his command. No amount of 
stone placed upon a properly curved and 
graded surface will make a durable road. 

The fundamental requirements of a 
properly constructed road are, first, that 
there shall be a substantial curbing, sufli- 
| clent to withstand the thrust of the road, 
}and to prevent the road from spreading 
and becoming flat. In other words, the 
stone should be confined and held at the 
sides of the road, that the stone material 
when properly rolled and bound will be- 
come a flat arch, bearing the weight of 
the traffic upon it precisely as an arch 
in a building or bridge bears its load. The 
}second requirement is that there shall be 
| substantially perfect surface and sub- 


drainage. The principles are insisted upon 
|by Macadam and Telford—the great 


|authorities upon road construction—and 
| are endorsed by the experience of success- 
| ful road builders everywhere. 

| Your committee submits with this re- 
| port three sketches prepared by the Com- 
| missioner of Public Works. Figure one 
shows a section of road constructed ac- 
cording to Macadam’s method. Figure 
two shows a section upon the plan devised 
by Mr. Telford. The latter plan is now 
generally followed in the construction of 
roads subjected to heavy traffic. A road 
constructed in this method will bear any 
traffic which can be put upon it. It is,

TASTEFUL FURNITURE. 


Pretty and Convenient Articles of New 
Design. 

The accompanying design is a pleasing va- 
riation to the ever present oval or round 
drawing room table. The novel feature is a 
cabinet attachment forming part and parcel 
of the lower structure. Although the cabi- 
net table represented is intended to be an in- 
laid one—in fact, en suite with the better class 
of drawing room furniturenow being made— 
the same idea could be adapted to libtary pur- 
poses with slight changes. The doors in the 
rs) part could be made of wood instead of 

SS the small drawers underneath the 
doors could be dispensed with or placed in- 
side the cupboard. 

The interiors of doors could be lined with 
leather, and the doors hinged at bottom so as 
to be used aS writing slopes when let down. 


In the event of this suggestion being adopted, 


CABINET TABLE. 

the canted corners of upper or cabinet part 
would have to be made smaller to admit of 
sufficiently large doors for writing purposes. 
The spaces under cabinets should, in any case, 
be left open, as it gives the table a lighter ap- 
pearance, and also formsa useful receptacle 
for china, papers, etc. If made for a library 
the enrichments would probably be carved 
instead of inlaid. The dimensions are as fol- 
lows: Extreme width, 4 feet 6 inches; ex- 
treme height, 5 feet. The other details are 
sufficiently clear to render further explana- 
tion unnecessary. 

This design of a simple little work table is 
framed upon rather unusual lines so as to an- 
swer a double purpose. The body is diamond 
shaped and arranged for the reception of 
needlework. This is provided with two lids, 
which, when closed, slope at an angle with 
the shape of the e 
body. These lids 
are intended to be 
leather lined for 
writing pur poses. 
Should occasion oc- 
cur to use the ar- 
ticle for corres -Z 
pondence, it is only Zz 
necessary to raise —~ 
the flaps, which are 
supported, = the 
required slope is se- 
cured and control- 
led by means of 
the familiar action. 
A small rack is at the side for the reception 
of a blotting case, which, thus placed, would 
always be ready to hand. It is also fitted to 
serve in the cap acity of an ordinary table for 

“at home” purposes. 

When required for use as a work table, one 
flap should remain closed and the other 
should be turned right back upon fhe center 
strip of wood to which both of them are at- 
tached. This would make the interior more 
accessible and bring the lid into play asa 
convenient table for needlework requisites. 
In construction it should consist in the main 
of a light open wooden framework, with silk 
or plush introduced as a background. As 
will be seen, the under rail is provided with 
an upholstered foot rest.

A DRAWING ROOM CABINET.
